IGNORANT CHAUVINISM OK PHONY STATISTICS? 

In his news conference of June 28, 1961, Kennedy stated that the 
annual gro-s's production of Russia was 43$ of that of the United States 
just prior to the communist revolution, and that today it is 47$ of 
U.S. production. - 

Although Anerican economists vary widely in their estimation of 
Soviet economic growth, a good case can be made for the contention 
that their production is considerably leas .than. 47$. Their exports 
in I960 more or less equalled in value those of Switzerland, a 
slight improvement over the preceding year. • 

A casual tourist in the Soviet Union would tend to compare its 
standard of living with that of underdeveloped countries in Asia and 
Africa. The portion of production devoted to military uses appears 
to be extremely high, however. 

Communist boasts of Russian economic progress even precede the 
revolution and have continued, qver ..since. 

In 1899 Lenin wrote The Dev elopment of Capitalism in Rus sia in 
which he stated that industrial progress in Russia was mors rapid 
than in Western Europe and in America: "In ten years, from 1886 to 
1896, the .production of cast iron nas tripled." 

Pokrovski, the founder of the' historical Marxi’et school'ih"‘the 
Soviet Union, wrote in M arxi sm and the Pec uliarities of Hist orical 
Developm ent in Russia (192!TTT""7it tne las^ (pre-revolutionary')”Itus- 
sia was developing faster than Western Europe. From the point of 
view of concentration of production, Russia at the beginning of the 
20th century was developing faster than Germany. Prom the point of 
view of rhythm of production, Russian metallurgy held the first 
place in the world." 

The same theme was taken up in Volume XI of the Great Sovi e t, En- 
cyclopedia of 1930 in an article of A. Boubnov, which was later re- 
publishe’cT'as a part of the official history of the Connunist Party. 

It is repeated in the History of the USSR , Volume II, 1861-1917, 
Moscow, 1959, a reference book used in Soviet universities. 

No communist claim can be taken at its face value. So long as 
the Soviet Union remains a closed society (i.e., so long as it is 
communistic), .the .communists can make. any.kind of boast they like. 
There is no one to check their claims and they seem to find willing

The first communist definition of peace is in terms: of a goal, an 
end result; it is the means by which they will triumph over their 
mortal enemies. "The co*existence of the Soviet Hepublic with the 
imperialist states for a long time is .unthinkable," said.Lenin. "One 
or the other must triumph in the end." This statement has been ech¬ 
oed time arid again by Stalin and Krushchev. Only after the ene¬

The-, second communist definition of peace is a tactical term. In 
this sense it means the temporary use of non-violent means of con¬ 
flicts, -the use of propaganda, infiltration, political and economic 
warfare.

It is a means 
for sapping America's strength and.purpose, for lulling America in¬ 
to a deadly sleep from which -she -will never awaken.

HORSE MEAT KHRUSHCHEV'S SOLUTION OP MEAT PROBLEM 

The. Khrushche.v-approved introduction of horse meat, as a staple 
in the Soviet diet'may be something of a luxury for the millions who 
are used to subsisiting on little more than bread and potatoes. The 
acute-meat shortage, which became embarrassingly evident during the 
May Day celebration when people hoped to permit themselves a bit of 
luxury, may be partly due to the unbelievably bureaucratic supply 
machine, which functions haphazardly even in high priority areas such 
as Intourist hotels. Tourists visiting the Centralnaia Hotel in 
Moscow, for example, report getting coffee and butter with some 
meals, but noting that these items were inexplicably absent at oth¬ 
ers. "In addition,” reported one, "all the meat we were served was 
either made into sausage or ground.” , ■ .

GERMAN AND ZIONIST DEALERS, ' .' 

(This article is reprinted from the Soviet propaganda, journal,

'Hungary, 1944. Hitler rules the country. The Gestapo dictates 
the laws, shatters the.culture of the nation, throttles the people. 
Eichman prepares to exterminate 600,000 Hungarian Jews. r 

The leaders of the Jewish community and agents of an internat¬ 
ional Zionist organization set up a Committee for Aid and.Rescue in " 
Budapest to tear the doomed victims out of the clutches of the nazis 
and get them out .of the country. Heading the committee are three 
Zionist leaders: Kastner, Brand and Springman. These thr.ee, for 
some reason, are not troubled by the Gestapo. 

Kastner gets in touch with Eichmann and enters into negotiations 
with him. On April 25 Eichmann makes Brand an.offer: he will ex¬ 
change the lives of one million Jews for 10,000 lorries to be obtain¬ 
ed from the Western Allies. Kastner finds the price reasonable: " only 
one lorry for 100 lives. ; 

"Goods against money, money against Jews," Eichmann tells the 
Zionist leader. "What do you want—merchandise or blood?" 

Kastner agrees and promises in return to do all he can to per¬ 
suade the Jewish population of Hungary to keep calm and.refrain from 
revolt. . 

In the sane month the Gestapo l'et8 Brand out of Hungary. In 
Aleppo (Syria) Brand meets Scharett, the head of the political de¬ 
partment of the Zionist organization, later to become Prime Minister 
of Israel. Scharett approves the deal between Ka3tner and Eichmann. 

After that Kastner hands over.to Eichmann*s assistant, Kurt 
Becher, three suitcases of diamonds arid other valuables. That Becher 
now lives unmolested in Bremen, in Western Germany, where he is known 
as a wealthy businessman. Eichmann places at Kastner*s disposal a 
special train in which,' with the permission of the Gestapo, 1,600 
Jews, are.carried out of Hungary into neutral countries. Who are 
these 1,600? Relatives and friends of the Zionist leaders, and em¬ 
ployees of the Zionist organization. These are saved. 

The rest of the Jews are left in Hungary and end up in the death 
camps. In 53 days Eichmann*s office destroys 600,000 of them—at the 
rate of ten or twelve thousand a day. But until the moment they are 
seized these doomed thousands "keep calm," They trust their Zionist 
leaders who have advised them to have patience, not to resist, not to 
revolt, to await their rescue quietly. To one of the doomed men, who 
was being sent to the Theresienstadt camp, Kastner says: J 

"Don’t worry, you're going .to a. good place." 

By.the tine these poor people realize what is happening', it is 
too late,. They are already in the camps. One after the other, un¬ 
armed, stripped naked, they are placed in line for death. .

The girls prefer 
death. Thirty bullets sent through the back of their heads end their 
lives.

Ihe "Attitude Inventory” contains one hundred questions. They 
are not remarkably different from the questions on all such tests. 

It is the questions on the second part, "California Questionnaire II," 
which are revelatory, and which lend significance to the first.

"As you think back over thi3 semester, how much of your non¬ 
class time per week would you say you have spent in. ’bull sessions’ 
with friends- or acquaintances? Where is the most usual place you 
would go if you wanted to find such a.’bull session’? 

"In these conversations, how often are these topics discussed? 
Campus issues, family and friends, dating, national or world affairs, 
personal problems, sports, philosophical, questions, living group 
matters, class work, other? Now go back and put a check mark in the 
parentheses by that subjeot. which you prefer to talk about in such 
conversations." 

"Please indicate how you feel about each of the following 
statements: 

"a. A former member of the Communist Party who refuses to 
reveal the names of Party members he has known should not be allowed 
to teach in a college or university. ... 

"b. The way they are run now, labor unions do this country 
more harm than good.

"Regardless of immediate issues, how do•you usually think of 
yourself—as a Republican, a Democrat, or what? Conservative 
Republican, Liberal Republican, Conservative Democrat, Liberal 
Democrat, Independent, Socialist, Other? 

"Approximately how often do you read the letters in the ’.Ice 
Box* section in the Daily Calif orn ian ?" 

At the time this questionnaire was formulated, the letters 
referred almost exclusively to the Soviet Union, communism and the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. • 

"How many issues of the Independent Californian did you read?" 

This question is extremely interesting because it refers to 
a renegade student newspaper which appeared only a 'half dozen times 
last fall and attracted little attention. It was produced by a 
staff of left-wingers which had been replaced on the Daily Calif ¬ 
ornian because they had endorsed a candidate (the candidate for 
Slate, the left-wing political group) in their editorial columns.

THE MORAL VALUE INVENTORY 


A questionnaire given to public school students in California, 
notably in Kern County, lists "choices" which are by no means 
choices. When forced to make a choice between two serious evils, 
a person tends —even unwillingly— to upgrade one of them.

2. spitting on the American. Flag, 

If one answers "spitting on the Bible," he admits the suggestion 
that spitting on the American Flag is not so bad after all.

•_2. United Nations Day. . 

The appearance of an organization on the Attorney-General's list of

THE REPORT OF THE JOINT INTERIM COMMITTEE ON THE PUBLIC EDUCATION

school children—given without the consent or knowledge of 
the parents—, and they obviously (continued on next page)

tests on tangible knowledge acquired by a student in a 
certain'subject are considered unreliable and harmful.

THE COMMUNIST TOE IN .THE CONGO DOOR ■ - by . David • Haddon . 

Despite an August 4 headline,."UN Lauds New Congo Rule," 
there seems little or nothing that.is praiseworthy in the new - ’" 
regime in that country. 

According to a news report of August 3, "Christophe Gbenye, a 
key member of Gizenga’s regime, was appointed interior minister 
with control of. the nation's loosely organized police." 

This appointment places Gizenga, the communist-backed succ-.

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OCCUPIED LITHUANIA: "A HAPPY SOVIET REPUBLIC" 


An American visitor to Lithuania, occupied by the Soviets in 1940, 
writes: 

"Kaunas, the second largest city in Lithuania, is now a shabby 
city. Before the war it was one of the most beautiful, clean and 
modern cities in Northern Europe. Today it is just the opposite. The 
Metropole Hotel, a leading hotel before the war, has not been painted 
since the war, nor have most of the homes and business establishments. 
Bricks are falling off building edges; the streets are dirty and full 
of chuck holes. The reason, given for this was that the government 
owns everything and should look after things. The private individual 
no longer carea for he has no personal interest. 

"The students I 3poke to stated that 80$ of the Lithuanian 
student body at all educational levels is, in their words, * loyal* to 
the Lithuanian national cause of freedom. One student mentioned that 
they are now placing a question mark on even the exact sciences taught 
under the Communist tutors. In other words, they are questioning 
everything that is fed to them in the schools. . . 

"Concerning Lithuanian underground activities, knowing that 
before the war at least 100,000 persons were engaged in active resist¬ 
ance to the Soviets, I was told that not a single, one remains alive 
today. All have been brutally massacred. Bodies of the freedom 
fighters were permitted to rot for days in the village squares, and 
when one doctor implored the authorities to bury the victims, fearing 
an outbreak of an epidemic of some sort, this was refused. The 
participants suffered much torture, and their bodies were desecrated 
beyond description .h ****** 

The Soviet Union has deported more than half of a million Lithuanians, 
Latvians, and Estonians to the remote Arctic areas of Soviet Russia,, 
where many of them have perished from torture, starvation, cold and 
exhaustion. At the same time, Russians continue to be imported to 
Lithuania, Latvia and Estonia. The Russian element constitutes at 
present nearly one-third of'the entire population of Estonia and 
Latvia and nearly ten percent of that of Lithuania. In pre-war Lith¬ 
uania the Russian element' was almost non-existent.—V. Sidzikauskas

CLINTON E. JENCKS, -petitioner, v UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 

A famous legal case and a manifestation of educational' policy 
in a state university 


Clinton E. Jencks has been employed as a Teaching

On June 3, 1957, "the Supreme Court of the United States made- 
a momentous decision. In the case, CLINTON E. JENCKS, peT/itioner, 
v. UNITED STATES OE AMERICA, the Supreme Court ruled that EDI files 
must he opened to the communists. The decision has served effective¬ 
ly to shackle the EBI in its presentation of evidence against 
suspected communists. 

Dissenting Opinion by Justice Clark : 



CSQ 


In a dissenting opinion to the majority decision, Justice 
Clark stated, 

Unless the Congress changes the rule announced by the Court 
today, those intelligence agencies of our Government engaged 
in law enforcement may as well close up shop, for.the Court 
has opened their files to the criminal and thus afforded him 
a Roman holiday for ruramaging through confidential information 
as well as vital national secrets. 

This may.well be a reasonable rule in state prosecutions 
where none of the problems of foreign relations, espionage, 
sabotage, subversive activities, counterfeiting, internal' 
security, national defense, and the like exist, but any 
person conversant with federal government activities and. 
problems will quickly recognize that it opens up a veritable 
Pandora's box of troubles. And all in the name of justice. 

For over eight score years now our federal judicial adminis¬ 
tration has gotten along without it and today that administra¬ 
tion enjoys the highest.rank in the world. 

Director J. Edgar Hoover back in 1950. tellingly pointed 
this out before a Subcommittee of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations of the United States Senate. Among other things 
he said,"I have always maintained the view that if we were 
to fully discharge the serious responsibilities imposed upon 
us, the confidential character of our files must be inviolate.. 
Unless we drastically change or circumscribe our procedures, 
they should not be disclosed." 

In describing the files of. the Bureau, he continued: "FBI 
reports set forth all details secured from a . witn ess 
these details were disclosed, they could becc 
misinterpretation,, they could be quoted out c 
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could "be used to thwart truth, distort half-truths, and mis¬ 
represent facts. The raw material, the allegations, the 
details of associations, and compilation of information. . ... 
are of value to an investigator in the discharge of his duty. 
These, files were never intended to he used in any other manner 
and the public interest would not be serviced by the disclosure 
of their contents. - 

"These files contain complaints, allegations, faots and 
statements of all persons'interviewed. Depending upon the 
purpose of the investigation, particularly in security cases, 
they contain, not. only background data on the individual but 
details of his private life. . . the identities of our confiden¬ 
tial sources of information and full details of investigative 
techniques. In short, they consist of a running account of.all 
that, transpires.. .. 

"For want of a more apt comparison, our files can be com¬ 
pared to the notes of a newspaper reporter before he has culled 
through the printable material from the unprintable. The files 
do not consist of proven information alone. . . One report may 
allege crimes of a most despicable type, and the truth or 
falsity of these charges may not emerge until several.reports 
are studied, further investigation made, and.the wheat separated 
from the chaff; .. 

"If spread upon the record, criminals, foreign agents, 
subversives, and others would be forewarned, and would seek, 
methods to carry out their activities by avoiding detection 
and thus defeat the very purposes for vvhtbh the FBI was created," 
(Quoted from Hearings before a Subcommittee of the Senate 
.Commit'cee on Foreign Relations on S Res 231, 81st Cong, 2d See 
• 327-329) 

The majority decision on this case was written by Justice 
Brennan, a new-comer to the Court. It was his first opinion. 

Case-summary 

The Lawyers Edition of U.S. Supre me Cou rt Reports ,- 1 L. Ed. 2d 
U.S, 352-354*. summarizes the case In unis fashion: - 

» • . * f • . . * * •• . < 

An officer of a labor union Was indicted on a charge, of falsely 
swearing, in an affidavit filed with the National. Labor Relations 
Board, that he was not a member of., nor affiliated with, .the Communist 
Party. At his trial in the U.S. District Court for the Western 
District of Texas he moved for orders directing an. inspection .of 
reports made to the FBI by two government witnesses as to events and 
activities to which they had testified at the trial. His motions were 
denied and he was convicted. His conviction was affirmed by the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the Fifth Circuit (226 F2d 5.40, 553), holding 
that the defendant was not entitled to production of these reports, 
since a preliminary foundation of. inconsistency,.between the. contents 
of the reports and the trial testimony of. the government witnesses was 
not laid. 

On certiorari, the U.S. Supreme Court reversed. In an opinion by 
BRENNAN, J., expressing the views of five-of the members of the Court, 
it was held that defendant was entitled to an order directing the 
government to produce the reports for his inspection, it being suffi¬ 
cient that they contained statements of government witnesses relating 
*-'to the events and activities to which these witnesses testified at the 
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trial; the practice of producing government documents to the trial 
Judge for his determination of relevancy and materiality, without 
hearing the accused, was disapproved. 

It was also held that if the government exercised its privilege 
to withhold the reports in the puhlio interest, the criminal action 
must be dismissed, and that it was for the government and not for the 
trial Judge, to determine the question of public interest in that 
connection.. • . 

BURTON and HARLAN, JJ., in an opinion written by Mr. Justice 
BURTON, dissented from some of the views expressed, in the Court*s 
opinion, holding that the documents should be produced for the 
examination of the trial court to determine their relevancy as well 
as the applicability of.the privilege claimed by the government. 
However, the Justices concurred in the result on the ground that the 
instructions of the trial court on the question of membership in and 
affiliation with the Communist Party were defective. 

FRANKFURTHER, J., who Joined in the opinion of the Court, agreed 
with them on that point. 

CLARK, J., dissented from the holding requiring the government 
to produce the records for inspection by the defendant or suffer 
dismissal of the action. He also expressed the view that the trial 
court's instructions were sufficient. 

WHITTAKER, J., did not participate. 


Excerpts from the Opinion of the Court delivered by Justice Brennan 

On April 28, 1950, the petitioner, as president of Amalgamated 
Bayard District Union, Local 890, InternationaEJnion of Mine, Mill & 
Snelter Workers, filed an "Affidavit of Non-Communist Union Officer" 
with the National Labor Relations Board, pursuant to #9 (h) of the 
National Labor Relations Act. 

He has been convicted under a two-count indictment charging 
that he violated 18 USC #1001 by falsely swearing in that affadavit 
that he wa3 not on April 28, 1950, a member of the Communist Party 
or affiliated with such Party. 

The Court of Appeals for the Fifth Circuit affirmed the convict¬ 
ion, and also an order of the District Court denying the petitioner's 
motion for a new trial. This Court granted certiorari. 

Two alleged trial errors are presented for our review. Harvey 
F, Matusow and J.W. Ford, the Government's principal witnesses, were 
Communist Party members paid by the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
contemporaneously to make oral or written reports of Communist Party 
activities allegedly participated in by the petitioner, about which 
they testified at the trial. Error is asserted in the denial' by the 
trial Judge of the petitioner's motions to direct the Government to 
produce these reports for inspection and use in'cross-examining 
Matusow and Ford, Error is also alleged in the instructions given to 
the jury on membership, affiliation, and the credibility of informers 

Former Party members testified that they and the petitioner, as 
members of the Communist Party of New Mexico, had been expressly 
instructed to conceal their membership and not to carry membership 
cards. They also testified that the Party kept no membership records 
or minutes of membership meetings, and that such meetings were 
secretly arranged and clandestinely held. 

One of the witnesses said that special care was taken to conceal 
the Party membership of members, like the petitioner, "occupying 
strategic and important positions in labor unions and other organi¬ 
zations where public knowledge of their membership to non-communists 
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would jeopardize their position in the organization." 

Accordingly, the Government did not attempt to ..prove the 
petitioner's alleged membership, in the Communist Party on April 28, 
1950 , with any direct admissions by the petitioner of membership, by 
proof of his compliance with Party membership requirements, or that 
his name appeared upon a membership roster, or that he carried a 
membership card. . 

The evidence relied upon by the Government was entirely circum¬ 
stantial. It consisted of testimony of conduct of the petitioner 
from early 1946. through October 15, 1949 } and of Matusow's testimony 
concerning' alleged conversations between him and the petitioner at a 
vacation ranch in July or August 1950, and concerning a lecture 
delivered by the petitioner at the ranoh. The Government also attache 
probative weight to the action of the petitioner in executing and 
filing an Affidavit of Non-Communist Union Officer on October 15, 

1949 , because of the event surrounding the filing of that affidavit. 
The. Government bridged the gap between October 15, 19.49 > and July or 
August 1950 with, the. testimony of Ford that, during that period, the 
Party took no disciplinary action against the petitioner for^hefectioi. 
or deviation, and did not replace the petitioner in the Party office 
which Pord testified the petitioner held as a member of the Party 
State Board,. - • . f ' ' , 

The first alleged Party activity of the petitioner preceded his 
union employment, A witness,.who was a Party member in the spring 
of 1946, testified that, at that time, he and the petitioner were 
present at a closed Party meeting at the home of the Party chairman 
for Colorado, where the petitioner, a veteran of World War II, led 
in urging that veterans who were Party members spread out into 
several veterans* .organizations and not all join the same one, the 
better to further Party work..' • 

Later in 1946 the petitioner was employed by the International 
Union of Mine, Mill & Smelter Workers as business agent for several 
local unions in the Silver City-Bayard, New Mexico area. It was 
testified that one of the petitioner's first acts was to meet with 
the International Union's then Regional Director for the Southwest, 
a Communist Party member, and with the Communist Party organizer for 
the area, to develop plans for organizing a Party group within each 
of those locals, which later merged to form Amalgamated Local 890 
under the petitioner's presidency. 

•J.W. Pord was member of the Communist Party of New Mexico from 
1946 to September 1950 and, from 1948, was a member of the'State 
Board and .a Party security officer. He said t that in 1948 he became 
a paid undercover agent for the FBI and reported.regularly upon 
Party activities and meetings. He testified -that the petitioner was 
also a Party and a State Board member, and he related in detail 
occurrences at five closed Party meetings which he' said the petitione 
attended. ; "J 

•At the first meeting, in August, 1948, Ford, said the Party 
members worked out a plan to support the petitioner's candidacy 
for Congress on the ticket of the Progressive. Party. At the'second 
meeting, in February 1949 » Ford said that the petitioner and other 
Communist Party members were appointed delegates to a meeting of the 
Mexican-American Association in Phoenix, Arizona, to.further a Party 
plan-.to infiltrate that organization and to use it for the Party's 
purposes. At the third meeting, in April 1949, Ford said that the 
Party's state organization was completed and the petitioner was 
appointed to the State Board and the Party leader in the southern 
half of the State. At the fourth meeting, in May 1949> Ford said 
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that the petitioner gave a progress report upon his success in 
recruiting Party members among labor groups, and offered to use 
Local 890’ s newspaper, "The Union Y/orker,» which he edited, to 
support issues of Party interest. At the fifth meeting, in August 
1949, Ford said that preparations were made for another meeting 
later in that month of the Mexican-American Association in Albuquer¬ 
que, and that the delegates, including the petitioner, were instruct¬ 
ed to give vigorous support to the meeting but to take care not to 
make themselves conspicuous in the proceedings^ 

Ford's duties as a Party security officer were to keep watch 
on all Party members and to report "any particular defections from 
the Communist philosophy or any peculiar actions,, statements or 
associations, which would endanger the security of the Communist Part} 
of the state.” 

If any defections reported by a security officer were considered 
important, the member "would be called in and would be either severelj 
reprimanded or criticized, or disciplined. If he refused' to accept 
such discipline he would either be suspended.or expelled.” Ford 
testified that between August 1949 and September 1950, when Ford• 
ceased his activities with the New Mexico Party, there was no discip¬ 
linary action taken against the petitioner and, to his knowledge, 
the petitioner was not replaced in : his position on the State Board of 
the Communist Party. . , , 

The events leading up to the petitioners execution and filing, 
on October 15, 1949, of an affidavit of Non^Ccmmunist,Union Officer 
were testified to by a former 'internationaLUnion representative, a 
Communist Party member during 1947 to .1949. He said that, about 17 
months before, in May. or June 1948, a meeting of Party members, 
holding offices in locals .of the International Union of Mine, Mill & 
Smelter Workers, was held in Denver to formulate plans for combatting 
a movement, led by non-communists, to secede from the International 
Union. He said that ; the Party members, including the petitioner, wen 
informed of Party policy not to-sign affidavits required by #9 (h) of 
the then recently enacted ".Taft—Hartley Act. There was no testimony 
that that policy changed before October 15, 1949. •• 

The affidavit was filed shortly before a C.I.O, convention was 
scheduled to expel the Mine-Mill International and other .unions from 
its membership. After filing the affidavit, the petitioner and other 
Local 890 officers published an article in "The Union Worker” chargin- 
that the contemplated C.I.O. action was part of a program, of "right- 
wing unions. . . gobbling up chunks of militant unions . ... Our 
International Union and its officers have swallowed a lot of.guff, 
a lot of insults.- - But that is not the point. ... Now that our Union 
has signed the phony affidavits we can defend, ourselves, . . in case 
of raids. We do not fear attack from that quarter any longer.” ' 

Matusow was a member of the Communist Party of. New York and was 
a paid undercover agent for the F.B.I. before he went to New Mexico. 
In July or.August 1950, he spent a 10-day vacation on a ranch near 
Taos, New Mexico, with the petitioner and a number of other people. 

He testified to several conversations with the petitioner there. He 
said he twice told the petitioner of his desire to transfer, his 
membership from the New York to the New Mexico Party, and that on 
both occasions, the petitioner applauded the. idea and told him, "we 
can use you out here; v/e need more active Party members." On Oiie of 
these occasions, Matusow said, the petitioner asked him. for suggestion 
for a_lecture the petitioner was preparing for delivery at the ranch, 
particularly as to what the New York Communists were doing about the 
Stockhold Peace Appeal. Matusow described to the petitioner a 
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"do-day" program adopted in New York when the Party members' were ? 
doers, not talkers, and performed some activity, such as painting 
signs around a baseball stadium urging support for the, Peace Appeal. 

He testified that .the petitioner showed great interest in the idea 
and said he.-might bring it back to. his fellow Party members in Silver 
City. - 

Matu3ow testified that the petitioner delivered his planned 
lecture, informed his audience of. the "do-day".idea, praised .the . • 
Soviet Union*s disarmament plan, referred to the United States as 
the aggressor in Korea, and urged all to'read the "Daily People’s 
World,'» identified by Matusow as the "West Coast.Communist Party 
newspaper." Another witness, an expelled member pf Amalgamated Local 
890, testified that petitioner, during 1950, 1951 and 1952, repeatedly 
urged at union meetings that the union members ; read, that paper, _ 

Matusow also testified that, in one ,of their conversations,. the 
petitioner told him of a program he was developing with lcadcrp of 
the Mexican Miners Union to negotiate simultaneous-expiration date's 
of collective bargaining agreements, to further a joint action of 
Mexican and American workers to cut off production to slow down the 
Korean War effort. Matusow also testified, that when he told the 
petitioner that he had joined the Taos Chapter of- the Mexican-Ameri- 
can Association, the petitioner told him that this was proper. Commu¬ 
nist work because the Association was a key organization, controlled • 
by the Party, for. Communist activities in New Mexico and that he, 
the petitioner, was active in .the Association in .the Silver City area.

John T. McTernan invoked the fifth amendment regarding Communist' 
Party membership when he testified: before this Committee-in Los 
Angeles on April 21, 1956. 

John T. McTeman was a member of the executive board of the 


National Lawyers Guild in 1949, 1950, and Was again elected as.a 
Los Angeles member of the board at the 1956 and 1957 national conven¬ 
tions. Mr. McTernan..was among those scheduled to speak at panel. 


meetings during the National Lawyers Guild*s 20th anniversary conven¬ 
tion in February 1957. At the same convention, he-was also a reportei 
for the afternoon session of the panel conference on civil rights and 
liberties, and due process of law, ’• ’ ■ • 

• He was among the sponsors of a dinner held in Los Angeles.in 
1951 at which William L. Patterson, national executive secretary of 
the Civil Rights Congress under indictment for contempt, was an 
honored guest. The dinner was advertised as "part of a nationwide 
drive to raise $60,000 for Civil Rights Congress to continue its 
defense of the courageous people victimized by the Smith and McCarran

s scheduled to speak at a^ivil Rights Congress 
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meeting in May, 1951. He was also a speaker at a rally held August 
1955, at which action was taken to circulate a friend of the court 
brief in behalf of Steve Nelson, 

The lawyer was at the speakers table of a dinner held in 
September 1949 to raise funds for defense of 11 national Communist- 
leaders tried under the Smith Act, John McTeman submitted a brief 
signed by various West Coast lawyers in 1949 to the circuit court 
of appeals to void the contempt convictions of the lawyers who 
defended the ”11,*' 

John T, McTeman annually sent greetings to the Daily People*s 
World from 1951 through 1957. 

McTernan is also mentioned under the heading Richard Gladstein , 
California : 

Richard Gladstein, who has 3pent a large part of his time in the 
defense of Communist causes, was identified as a member of the 
Communist Party by Dr, Jack Patten in sworn testimony before this 
committee on June 19, 1957. 

Mr, Gladstein was admitted to the bar in 1951, With Aubrey 
Grossman, another identified Communist, he opened a law firm in 
San Francisco in 1936, They were credited in the Daily People's 
World with training the staffs for. the Los Angeles law firm of 
Margolis & McTeman, the Honolulu firm of Bouslog & Symonds and the 
Oakland firm of Edises and Treuhaft. It is interesting to note that 
all of these lawyers except Symonds have been publicly identified as 
members of the Communist Party in sworn testimony before this 
committee, (There follows further information about Gladstein.) 

And McTernan*s name appears under the heading Robert J. 
Silberstein, New York : - 

Savid Aaron testified in 1952 that he met Silberstein in Los 
Angeles in the 1940 's at a secret oommimist meeting in the home of 
John McTernan, at which time Silberstein spoke on the function of a 
Los Angeles•Communist lawyers* group—what it was supposed to-do and 
its relationship with the National Lawyers Guild. 

U.S, Dibtriot JUdge says Jencks is guilty 

District Judge R.E, Thomason reluctantly granted the govern¬ 
ment's request to drop the case against Jencks, He pointed out 
that Jencks was tried by a fair and impartial jury and found guilty, 
adding, "This court thought, he was guilty then-and thinks he is 
guilty now." 

Public Law 89-269. September 2, 1957 

The 85th Congress enacted legislation which lessened the impact 
of the Jencks decision upon'the rights of defendants in federal 
criminal cas.es with respect to inspection of the records of the 
Federal Bureaji of Investigation, : 

P.L. 269 amends 18 USC ch 225. It reads, in part: 

(a) In any criminal prosecution brought by the United States, 
no statement or report in the possession of the U.S. which,was made 
by a Government witness or prospective Government witness (other than 
the defendant) to an agent of the Government shall be the subject 

of subpena, discovery, or inspection until said witness has testified 
on direct examination in the trial of the case. 

(b) After a witness called by the U.S. has testified on direct 
examination, the court shall, on motion of the defendant, order 
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the United States to produce any statement (as hereinafter defined) 
of the witness in the possession of the United States which relates 
to the subject matter.as to which the witness has testified. If 
the entire contents of any such statement relate to the subject 
matter of the testimony of the witness, the court shall order it 
xo be delivered directly to the defendant for his examination and 
use, , 

(c) If the United States claims that any statement ordered to 
be produced under this section contains matter which does not relate 
to the subject matter of the,testimony of the wintess, the. court 
shall order the United States to .deliver such statement for the 
inspection of the .court in.camera. Upon such.delivery the court 
shall excise the portions of such statement which do not relate to 
the subject matter of the testimony of the witness. With such 
material excised the court shall then direct delivery of such 
statement to the defendant for his use. If, pursuant to such 
procedure, any portion of such statement is withheld from the defend¬ 
ant and the defendant objects to such withholding, and the. trial is 
continued to an adjudication of the guilt of the defendant, the 
entire text of such statement shall be preserved by the.U.S, and, 

in the event the defendant appeals, shall be made available to the 
appellate court for the purpose of determining the correctness of 
the ruling of the trial judge. . . 

(d) ' If the U.S, elects .not to comply with an order of the 

court under paragraph (b)- and (c) hereof to deliver' to the defendant 

any such statement, or such portion thereof as the court may direct, 

the court shall strike from the record the testimony of the witness, 

and the trial shall proceed unless the court in its discretion shall 

determine that the interest of justice require that a mistrial be 

declared. , , 1 • ' 1 .• ■ i ,

People ask me why don’t you tell us who the Communists are. It 
is most difficult, .For many years now no written records of party 
membership of any kind have been-,kept in this Country. There are no 
card carrying Communists now, and have not been for years. Only the 
rank and file Communists ever had cards. There have always been the 
higher leaders who were never endangered by any tangible connection 
with- the party itself yet were decisive in determining its policies 
and strategy.... 

How do we spot a Communist? Well, first, every concealed 
Communist denies he is a Communist, indignantly and with a show of 
outraged innocence. Second, Communists say and advocate the same 
things that the Communist press and Communist text books say and 
advocate. This is important for actual party membership is of little 
consequence if the individual is a propagandist for the party 
program. He may be even more dangerous outside the party and able 
to deny membership under oath. In fact, we think that some of the 
most effective agents of the Kremlin are deliberately put outside 
the party to continue subversion without the hazard of identificatior. 
and exposure. 

Again, concealed Communists usually either defend any exposed 
Communist or indignantly condemn the public official who has exposed 
a Communist. In fact, their most effective activity to date has been 
to attack and destroy the loya.1 public officials who have done their 
duty to inform the American people who their enemies are. 

Sometimes people with no connection with Communism do these same 
things for reasons known but to them. In doing so they render 
greater service to the Communist conspiracy than the Communist Party' 
own members can render to it. 

The American people are willing to fight Communist attacks on 
free men overseas, but have not begun to defend those courageous men 
who protect American freedom's in public position here at home from 
wholly obvious Communist inspired attack. Our most dangerous enemies 
are not marching under foreign flags but infiltrating here in our 
own homeland. Of what avail is it that our brave sons win costly 
victories on bloody foreign battlefields if the people allow 
followers of the same enemy ideology to continue in classroom or 
government office at home. . . 

It is not easy to fight Communism. Your antagonists deny 
loudly they are Communists and in resisting them you feel utterly 
alone. Your friends do not see behind the mask, and they will tell 
you bitterly that you are wr*ng. ************ 

FAMOUS LAST WORDS: The real danger is. not communism, but Khrushchev. 
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STUDENTS ASSOCIATED AGAINST TOTAUITARINISM believes that communism 
is not a-political philosophy. It is only a conspiracy. It is a 
plot used by. a few ruthless men to gain and enjoy dictatorial power 
and to make imperialistic conquests. 

Discussions about teaching the pros and cons of communism involve 
the same principles as teachingVabout murder, drug addiction and 
prostitution. 

The "principles" of communism cannot be taught. Communism can only 
oe exposed. 

There is no way to compromise with communsim. It has to be rejected 
completely, 

Fundamentally, communism works for the destruction of all civilized 
human values. It would take us back in history to a time before we 
gained the rights guaranteed in the Magna Carta. And. it would" 
destroy the progress man has made since that time. It would throw 
all of mankind into enslavement. 

The so-called "doctrine" of communism must be understood in terms 
of the basic scheme of communism. It canrnt be understood in terms 
of the mputhings of communist propaganda, which has learned to 
employ the same language as that used by decent human beings. 

Man's freedom must be protected against communist usurpers. 

It is the duty of liberty-loving people to be sensitive to the 
attacks made upon their values and to know how to combat then. 

We Americans—however conscious we may be of our own imperfections— 
must dedicate ourselves to the protection of our basic values. 

We are experiencing a crisis such as we have never known before. It 

is.so grave and so monstrous that it is beyond the imagination of

"APTHEKER denounced Facls m, quoting at length from 
statements by AL CAPONS, HITLER and OOEBBELS, and compared 
their attitude to that of KENNEDY. He stated that 
the C, P. was peaceful, progressive, and non-oonBpiratorialj 
that statements advocating use of violence to achieve 
communism had frequently been made by planted police 
agents, who were expelled when their identity became 
known. He Btated that when 'socialism; came to the 
0. S. it would be in response to the demands of the 
people rather than being inflicted upon the people by 
the C. P. He anticipated, however, that there might 
be violence initiated at Buch a time by reactionaries 
and faclsts. 


"During the queatlon^and a nswer period a man in the 

back row tried to give APTHEKER a bad time, but_ 

apthkkkr nut, him downj when the man perBlBted, 

deolared him to be ' out o f order'. A 
wumaii i tt— che back row asked APTHEKER to define 
'reactionary*. He defined it ostensibly, referring 
to the JOHN BIRCH Society, whereupon the woman said 
she was a member of the J. B. Society. APTHEKER was 
also asked about anti-Semitism in the USSR and the 
Hungarian revolt. With respect to the former he stated 
that anti-semitlsm in the USSR was a residue of pre- 
socialist influence which the C. P. was making every 
effort to Btarnp out as well as the effeot of German 
propaganda distributed in Nazi held Soviet territory 
during the war. He said 'When socialism comes to 
Mississippi, racism will not be eliminated overnight 1 . 
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With respect to the latter he stated that although 
genuine cause for discontent had existed in Hungary, 
due to the mistakes of the C, P,, they would not 
have been sufficient cause for any revolt had they 
not been exploited by f&clsts, would be capitalists, 
and CIA agitators, who had no genuine interest in 
aiding the people but were merely exploiting them 
for their (the faclsts etc.) selfish interests - 
e.g. the restoration of exploitive capitalism.

s. "I would say there are a few dozen 
faculty members who are Communists 
and who consider themselves as such,”- 
Fox said. "Not all of them would con¬ 
sider that their first duty Is to the Sov¬ 
iet Union, however.” 

He sold he thought the Communist in¬ 
fluence was especially strong in certain 
departments—Speech, English,. Political 
Science, History and Economics. 

"THIS DOES not mean," he. said, 
"that everyone in these departments Is 
a Communist. But there are professors 
who are pro-Communlst If not outright 
Communists and they are able to per¬ 
suade many of their students to support 
pro-Soviet Issues."

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ALMOST AS sinister and perhaps 
even more of a problem In Pox's view 
,1s that the University of California, In¬ 
stitutions of higher education In general 
and almost all of the foundations are In 
the control of liberals who are able to 
brainwash their students Into liberal and 
extreme liberal positions. 

' 'These people. Pox feels, tend to dis¬ 
count the' threat of domestic Communism 
end to think that the problem of external 
Communism can be met by negotiation. 
Be Is both concerned about tbe Internal 
threat of Communism and convinced that 
Communism is neither a political nor an 
economic problem but a moral one and 
.that It is Impossible to negotiate with 
»the Communists. 

"I'm liberal on a great many Issues 
If that word means anything at all," he 
said, "and originally we thought of SAAT 
as a liberal organization, but It soon 
became clear that we could not get sup¬ 
port from the so-called liberals in a pro¬ 
gram of active anti-Communlsm.” 

1. IVKAT SUPPORT Tocsin gets from 
.conservatives would still seem to be 
relatively limited although it does get 
some - contributions In addition to Its 
subscription Income. 

"I'm not willing to sell myself to 
someone who happens toown an ollwell," 
Pox said. "Those who know me know 
I'm almost pathologically Independent. 
I’m not for sale-and actually no one 
has ever made a bid. People who have 
contributed have never asked anything 
at all from us." 

TOCSIN NOW has about 1600 sub- ’ 
scribers but distributes from .4000 to 
5000 copies of each issue, many of them 
delivered in bulk to people who pass 
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them on to others.Wltb Its labor donated, 
Tocsin has s weekly expense of about 
6200. If b majority of Its copies are 
paid for at tbe asking price of 10 cents 
apiece, Income probably exceeds the 
costs. There Is no evidence of either n 
large subsidy or of any appreciable pro¬ 
fit from the operation. 

Pox said neither he not his newspaper 

- Is connected formally with any other 
antl-Communlst group. 

"1 would say." he added, "that we 
sympathize with the Christian Anti-Com¬ 
munist Crusade more than with any other 
group. And while I am not a member of 
the John Birch Society. I think they do 
a great deal of good. But we are not con¬ 
ceded with either of them or with any 
other group." ' 

MOST OF TBE articles In ToCsln 

- are what Pox refers to as "factual." 

"We Just print the factB," be said, 
"and let people makeup their own minds.” 

By factual, however, be apparently 
means In most cases that the Informat¬ 
ion has been accurately copied from Ub 
original source without any effort to de¬ 
termine whether the original source was 

correct- 

One attorney, for example. Is reported 
by Tocsin to have been "listed In the' 
un-American activities reports for 10.43, 
1947, 1946, 1946. Bnd Ip HCUA reports 
for 1938. 19.40, 1941. and 1943;” But It 
doesn't say wbat tbe reports Bald about 
him. 

QUITE FREQUENTLY, Pox said, 
interested readets are notified In ad¬ 
vance of articles of particular Interest 
"to them or to others In their area. The 
January 2, 1962 Issue, lor example, car¬ 
ried a group of stories about a law firm 
In southern Alameda county.A man there, 
according to Pox. ordered 1500 copies 


Tocsin to distribute In the area, mail¬ 
ing some of them to neighbors o( the 
members of the firm. 

Even though it Is a relatively new 
publication', Pox points with some satis¬ 
faction to some of the things It has al¬ 
ready accomplished. Several people, he 
said, have changed their wills in relat¬ 
ion to the University of California and 
the Pacific School of Religion as a re¬ 
sult of reading Tocsin. „ 

Several othor similar papers have 
been started In other parts of the coun¬ 
try and some antl-Communlst organizat¬ 
ions have sprung up, especially among 
the nation’s youth. 

ALTHOUGH much of what It writes 
is libelous and presumably offensive to 
the subjects, Tocsin has so far been 
threatened with only two libel sults-and 
Pox la unconcerned about these. 

. ‘T think a libel suit would help rather 
than hurt us." he said. "But this Is no 
reason to be Irresponsible. 1 think we . 
are very responsible, printing Just tbe 
facta.” 

While some readers might cot agree 
with Pox's opinion of Tocsin's respons¬ 
ibility, there Is reason to think that the 
toll of the tocBln may become louder, 
tbe toxin mare virulent. As an article 
In the December 11, 1961 Issue said: 

"What are the prospects lor the future 
of opponents of Communism? since every 
month sees new attacks on those who 
make their opposition vocal, it Is safe 
to predict that moderate opponents, pre^, 
faring to maintain a safe’ silence, will 
be more and more drawn to the left by 
default. Opponents to communism with 
positive beliefs will, out of frustration, 
be forced to sound more am), mote ex-' 
treme as they discover they are talking 
to deaf ears.” * ___ 




Americans who wonder if there is more 
than meets the eye behind the smear on 
the John Birch Society and those who 
“use Birch tactics” found a case in point 
last month in an attack on Dr. Drum¬ 
mond McCunn, superintendent of Contra 
Costa Junior College District. 

One of those deriding Dr. McCunn was 
a Contra Costa lawyer and former Cong¬ 
ressman from California who was once 
barred as a security risk from witnessing 
a Las Vegas atomic test. He is Robert L. 
Condon, presently a Martinez lawyer, 
formerly a partner of Bertram Ediscs 
and Robert E. Treuhaft, who were both 
identified as Communists in the HCUA 
report "Communist Legal Subversion." 

A 1953 Naval Intelligence report to all 
naval commandants signed by Adm. 
Carl Espe, announced that the Office of 
Naval Intelligence had received a report 
from the FBI on Condon, then Congres¬ 
sional representative of the Sixth Cong¬ 
ressional District of California, 

"The FBI report," Espe’s letter staled, 
"indicates that Congressman Condon has 
been actively associated with the Com¬ 
munist movement in the United States." 

According to the report, Naval Intelli¬ 
gence said, Condon was reported to have 
been "a member of the Communist Party 
between 1930 and 1935. As late as 1949 
and 1951 he was described as a member 
of the Communist Parly by two promin¬ 
ent California Communists."

Soviet Spy Figure 

Silvermaster Former 
East Bay Instructor 

A precious arm in the Cummunist 
strategy arsenal is the simple but psycho¬ 
logically valid principle that the public 
has a short memory. When even loyal Bay 
Area residents pooh-poohed the evidence 
that there was Communist influence be¬ 
hind the May 1960 riots as an absurd 
fantasy of red-baiters, they forgot the 
recorded facts that the East Bay had 
spawned one of the central figures in a 
wartime Soviet espionage ring — a well- 
publicized case which should have 
shocked local residents into eternal vigil¬ 
ance. 

But by 1960 most East Bay residents 
had forgotten the name of Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster, who once lived at 
2414 Channing Way, Berkeley, three 
blocks from the University of California 
campus. 

A Russian-born former professor of 
economics at St. Mary’s College, Moraga, 
from 1925 to 1931, Silvermaster was 
named by Elizabeth Bentley in 1948 
HCUA hearings as her main contact in 
an immense network of Washington spies 
transmitting documents to the Soviet 
Union. 

CONTACTS NAMED 

She visited Silvermaster every two 
weeks and carried back to New York the 
material gathered by his ring. She told 
in Ralph Dc Toledano’S "Seeds of 
Treason” (page 181, condensed version) 
of having subsequently become a contact 
for a second ring headed by Victor Perlo, 
a Whittaker Chambers protege. In all, 
she was the go-between for Russia with 
approximately 20 people in two groups 
and ahout 10 more free-lance individuals. 

She identified Silvermaster, then with 
the Farm Security Administration, as her 
principle source of documents when she 
was working with the first spy group 
named. 

"The head of the most important 
group,” says a Senate Sub-committee re¬ 
port on subversion, “originally run by 
Jacob Golos, Soviet spy leader now be¬ 
lieved dead, was . .. Silvermaster, at one 
lime, an employee of the Department of 
Labor and now (1945) with the U.S. 
Treasury Dept.” The Senate report was 
dated July 30, 1953, and entitled "Inter¬ 
locking Subversion in Government De¬ 
partments." 

PLANS PHOTOGRAPHED 

It takes the above quotation from a 
declassified F B1 report which stated 
further: "Anothei member of this group 
who resides with Silvermaster is William 
L. Ullman, a major of the U S. Army Air 


Was Berkeleyite 

Forces stationed at Ihc Pentagon Bldg., 
who has been responsible for the ob¬ 
taining and photographing of classified 
.nfonunlion regarding U.S. Government 
war plans and also reports of the FBI, 
copies of which had been furnished to G-2 
of the Army at the Pentagon.” 

Named in the same report as members 
of the group were A. George Silverman, 
a civilian employee of Ihc War Dept.; 
Harry Dexter While, assistant secretary 
of Ihe Treasury in charge of monetary 
research and foreign funds control; Will¬ 
iam Taylor, also an employee of the 
Treasury Dept ; and Lauchlin Currie, 
administrative assistant to the President. 
(Editor's note: Currie is presently be¬ 
lieved to be acting as an economics ad¬ 
viser to the government of Colombia, one 
ot the recipients of funds under Ken¬ 
nedy's Alliance for Progress program.) 

Miss Bentley testified, according to a 
press release dated Oct. 21, 1953, that 
Communists working in the U.S. govern¬ 
ment had orders to help Russia get print¬ 
ing plates to produce vast sums of Ger¬ 
man occupation currency, These plates 
were given to Ihc Russians in 1944, with 
the approval of Treasury Secretary 
Henry Morgcnlhau. Miss Bentley named 
William Ullman and Silvermaster as 
responsible for the arrangement. Though 
they were both present during her testi¬ 
mony, neither would say whether or not 
her accusations were true. 

LAB IN BASEMENT 

A declnssifed FBI report lo the Presi¬ 
dent, dated Feb. 4, 1946, and reported in 
the San Francisco Examiner, Nov. 18, 
1953, said that the information and docu¬ 
ments originating in the Treasury Dept, 
were cither passed on in substance or 
photographed by Ullman in a well-equip¬ 
ped laboratory in the basement of the 
Silvermaster home. 

The Examiner article said that in the 
summer or fall of 1943, the Silvcrmaslcrs 
decided that they should have someone 
placed as a secretary to Harry Dexter 
White in order more easily to obtain in¬ 
formation from his office in the Treasury 
Dept, for delivery to Soviet agents. 

Mrs. Helen Witte Silvermaster conse¬ 
quently went lo one of the Communis! 
agents in Washington, D.C., and obtained 
ed the name of Sonia Sleinman Gob 
Through subsequent arrangement with 
White, Mrs. Gold was hired as a secre¬ 
tary. From this post she was ahl.* lo 
copy documents from White's office and 
transmit them to Mrs. Silvermaster. The 
information thus obtained concerned 
mainly recommendations of the- depart¬ 
ment on applications for loans from the 
French and Chinese governments.

Clues to Pra-SovSefl Tr 
Sought ion Brastiructoir 

How influential can an economics professor be in guiding his students toward 
"tolerance" of Marxist theory? Do three decades of pro-Soviet professorial bias partly 
account for today's increasing pressure for an accommodation with the Soviet system 
and an end to the once general suspicion in which it was held? 

These are two questions which might merit the attention of alumni of (ho classes 
of Robert A. Brady, professor emeritus of the University of California, when they seek 
to explain the present undeniable trend toward greater acceptance of Marxism. 

Brady's affiliations include membership on the national advisory board of (he 

American Friends of the Chinese people, __ 

according to a letterhead, May 16, 1940; 
sponsorship'of the San Francisco branch 
of the same organization, according to 
the Tennpy Report, 1948, page 144; and 
membership on the national committee of 
the American League for Peace and 
Democracy, a declared subversive organ¬ 
ization, May 18, 1939. 

AFFILIATIONS TOLD 

He was also associate editor of Block 
and White, a pro-Communisl magazine; a 
member of the northern division of the 
Harry Bridges Defense Committee, ac¬ 
cording to a letterhead, Aug. 14, 1939; 
national sponsor of the Motion Picture 
Artists' Committee; signer, page 25, of 
an open letter for closer cooperation with 
the Soviet Union, Sept. 1939. 

Brady, who joined the U.C. faculty in 
1929, was one of the 400 signers from that 
institution of a letter which fiercely 
denied the similarity of the techniques 
of Hitler and Stalin. It appeared, Aug. 

14, 1939, in The Daily Worker, just nine 
days before the Hitler-Stalin friendship 
pact. 

In reference to Brady’s book "The 
Spirit and Structure of German Fascism," 

Congressman Tabor commenting on a 
statement of Martin Dies, then head of 
HCUA, called the book "full of Commun¬ 
ism from cover to cover," according to a 
June 26,1941, press release. 


BRADY BOOK 

Another Brady book was "Business As 
an Instrument of Power," a Marxian 
analysis of the U.S. economic structure. 

Brady was a faculty member of the 
Tom Mooney Labor .School, which be¬ 
came the California Labor School, a now 
defunct Communist Front. The Com¬ 
munist People's World announced in the 
Oct. 7, 1943, edition that Brady would 
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teach a course during the fall term on 
war economics. 

Brady quit Berkeley on a leave 
absence, announced Dec. 28, 1944, 
spend a semester at the University 
Chicago as adviser and observer 
that institution's "Experimental Plan." 
Under the plan, students finishing their 
sophomore year of high school were pro¬ 
vided with four years of study in a 
special field. 

In an attack on what was caplioqcd 
"the Henry Wallace Bailiwick,," column¬ 
ist George Sokolsky listed Brady as one 
of the advisers of the Consumers' Nation¬ 
al Foundation. The writer blasted the 
Brady-supporled plan to abolish trade 
marks und substitute grade labels. The 
plan would have forced on the public a 
government subsidized press and would 
have eliminated advertising, Sokolsky 
charged. He said further that Brady had 
been removed from a position in the war¬ 
time Office of Price Administration after 
accusations of Communist activities. 

OPPOSES BAN 

After the war Brady was among civic 
leaders who denounced a relief ban on 
Yugoslavia following an air incident in¬ 
volving a U.S. plane (P.W., Sept. 11, 
1946). 

In the same year he predicted a U.S. 
depression within two to five years 
"under present conditions." 

"When it occurs,” he said in the Oak¬ 
land Tribune, Dec. 1, 1946, "the U.S. will 
face the same situation which led to the 
rise of Hitler. Wc have all the elements 
here, including racial animosity, which 
led to internal disorder in Germany," 

In 1947 he was a Wallace-for-President 
supporter and spoke on this subject at 
Willard Junior High School, Oct. 10. Un¬ 
der the auspices of the Fellowship of 
Humanity he delivered an address on 
Britain’s welfare state, Jan. 15, 1950. At 
an all-day conference May 16, 1953, on 
"Can We Have Prosperity Without a 
War Economy?" Brady's topic was 
“What Is.the Cost of War?"

FRIEND OI WHITE 

The FIH report pointed out that it was 
White who got Silvermaster his Treasury 
Dept, job and that Silvermaster had a 
long record of reported association with 
Communist fronts, known Communists 
and Soviet espionage suspects. 

In March 194G Silvermaster was pro¬ 
moted to the post of chief economist of 
the War Assets Administration's Division 
of Economic and Market Research. Ull- 
man and Irving Kaplan stayed on with 
the Treasury Dept, even after release of 
the report by the FBI, apparently with¬ 
out any restrictions being placed on their 
activity. 

The reports of Silvermastci l 's wartime 
espionage activities were not the first rev¬ 
elations of his interest in Soviet causes. 

He resigned from St. Mary's College in 
1931 to become director of research and 
surveys for the SERA, state relief 
agency. In this position he was instru¬ 
mental in obtaining the reinstatement of 
a number of discharged SERA employees 
with allegedly pro-Cpmmunist sympa¬ 
thies. 

Anti even in his student days, Silver- 
master had obtained his doctoral degree 
on the basis of a thesis in which the 
Soviet economic system was lauded. 


Cause for Alarm 

Current attacks on "alarmists," who 
deplore the increasingly successful Soviet 
takeover of the world, ha 'c obscured the 
fact that a decade ago the United States 
was indisputably the strongest nation in 
the world, if the U S. loses as much in 
the 60's as it did in the 50’s, there is 
every reason to believe there will be no 
U.S. left. The position of the "alarmist" 
is founded in realistic and justified alarm 
that no steps arc being taken to reverse 
the trend toward Soviet world control. We 
arc still in a position to act from strength

that Condon was identified as the aulhor 
of an article which appeared in the May 
1G, 1347, edition of the then Daily People's 
World, West Coast Communist news¬ 
paper. The Navy also mentioned his 
1947-49 membership in "an Oakland law 
firm which represented the Communist 
Party in the Alameda-Contra Costa 
Counties," 

Condon was reported, in addition, to 
have stated in 1943 that the "might of the 
Red Army” was about all the colored 
races had on their side in the creation 
of a decent post-war world, and that he 
gave thanks that the USSR was one of 
our allies who would sit at the peace 
table. 

"The FBI report states further,” the 
Navy report wrote, “that Condon has 
been a member of, has contributed to, 
and has associated with approximately 
20 Communist Party ‘fronts' and infil¬ 
trated organizations from 1938 to the 
present time. He reportedly stated in the 
1930's that he was going into politics 'so 
he could do both himself and the Com¬ 
munist Party some good’.” 

Condon described to the press on July 
6, 1953, having been barred from watch¬ 
ing an atomic test in Nov. 1953 after he 
had arrived at the test site. Next day the 
Oakland Tribune reported that in addition 
to the nuclear test, there had been talk 
of canceling a Marc Island ship launch¬ 
ing at which Condon was to be the chief 
speaker six days after the A-tcsls. 

A People’s World editorial of July 9, 
1953, claimed that the Condon lest bar¬ 
ring was an "issue involving far bigger 
things than whether Condon should be 
permitted to watch an atomic test or 
dedicate a battleship. It is whether the 
people have the right to elect officials 
without interference from J. Edgar 
Hoover and sundry other snoopers and 
witchhunters." 

The paper reiterated Condon’s claim 
that the FBI reports branding him a 
security risk were a “stale rehash of dis¬ 
credited charges made against him by 
his Republican opponent and repudiated 
by the voters in the last election.” These 
charges "grew out of his activities as a 
labor lawyer, his political career as a 
liberal and his getting support from the 
working people," Condon claimed. 

The same month, Condon spoke before 
the House of Representatives to deny the 
disloyally cha.ges. He was reported in 
the San Francisco Examiner, Aug. 4, 
1953, to have turned down an invitation 
to testify before the Joint Atomic Energy 
Committee on the test-barring Case. 

Meanwhile the People's World was 
playing on the Condon issue to sow its 
"anti-Fascist" propaganda line. An Aug. 
11, 1963, item reported that a railroad 
union viewed the “FBI-based smear" on 
Condon as “a warning of fascism in the 
U.S." 

Condon rallied the support of various 


groups during succeeding months, but in 
a Dee. 3, 1953, hearing before die ITCUA 
in San Francisco, Condon was identified 
by a former Communist as having ..t 
tended a closed party meeting in 1948 

The witness was Charles D. Blodgcll, 
former reporter for the People’s World, 
who described the Oakland meeting ns an 
emergency session of the party's Politi¬ 
cal Affairs Committee to discus- election 
strategy. 

Declining an inviLation to appear per¬ 
sonally before the HCUA, Condon issued 
a statement from New Orleans denying 
he was over a Communist but saying he 
may have attended the 1948 meeting 
(Tribune, Dee. 4, 1953). 

“I have no intention of talking to Mr. 
Velde (Rep. Howard H. Velde, commit¬ 
tee chairman),” Condon said, “because I 
think it is a Republican committee lour¬ 
ing the country to smear Democrats." 
(Editor’s note: Present HCUA chairman 
is Representative Francis Walter, Demo¬ 
crat. Penn.) 

Condon fought and lost a legal battle in 
1953 with station KC.O-TV, San Francisco, 
claiming the station had promised him 
air time to answer charges of Communist 
affiliation. 

He testified before the Joint Atomic 
Energy Committee In Washington, Jan, 
26, 1954, that he was not and never had 
been a Communist Party member, and 
declared that the meeting reported by 
Blodgett was merely a session on politi¬ 
cal strategy between Democratic leaders 
in California and leaders of the new 
Independent Progressive Party. 

In his testimony Blodgett had declared 
that the Political Affairs Committee was 
a "key organization of the Communist 
structure and was charged with the act¬ 
ual implementation of the party line in 
every phase of party activity, especially 
politics and the selection and election of 
candidates." 

In all his experience, he said, he had 
never known a non-Communist to be 
present at such a meeting. 

In the second day of his testimony be¬ 
fore the Joint Committee, Condon erupted 
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when asked about his former law part¬ 
ners, Ediscs and Trcuhaft. He exclaimed 
that he never had and never would ask 
them if I hey arc Communists, no matter 
wnat charges were brought by his politi¬ 
cal opponents (Oakland Tribune, Jan. 27, 
1954). 

“Did you ever advocate the Marxist 
philosophy as a student at the University 
of California?" Condon was asked by 
Senator llickcnloopcr. 

"I would say no," Condon answered, 
and added that he did not fully remem¬ 
ber what he may have staled 15 years 
ago. 

Asked about his association with Bert 
Coffey, then Contra Costa County Demo¬ 
cratic leader, who had admillcd being a 
former Communist, Condon said he knew 
Coffey after Coffey had quit the party. 

Condon told the Tribune, Apr. 20, 1954, 
he would ignore the "Republican" 
charges made against him and campaign 
for rcolection to Congress on the "poor 
record" of Congress and the Republican 
administration. Next day he turned 
briefly to the international scene to urge 
non-intervention in the Indo-China war. 

Stephen A. Mitchell, Democratic nation¬ 
al chairman, urged Condo i to withdraw 
from the Congressional rn>’c because of 
the charges of Communism, according to 
a P.W. article of Apr. 13, 1954. 

Meanwhile John Baldwin, Jr., Repub¬ 
lican opponent of Condon in the Congres¬ 
sional race, cited Condon's voting record 
on internal security bills. 

Baldwin charged that Condon was the 
only man of the 30-man California dele¬ 
gation who did not cast n favorable vote 
on any of the nine mea.si ts pertaining 
to strengthening of internal security 
against Communist infiltration, which had 
been voted on by roll call in the House 
that year. 

Defeated in the 1954 November election, 
Condon returned to law practice. 

Still apparently intcrcsled in loyalty- 
security questions, he spoke in January 
1955 on "The Armed Forces Loyally Pro¬ 
gram" under sponsorship of a group 
called Californians for the Bill of Rights.
